TELEPHONICALLY. Represented parties wishing to participate in the hearing
should call in with their counsel, on a single telephone line.

3. Exceptions:

a.

Lengthy hearings. If a hearing will require more than 30 minutes, the parties
should confer with one another and then contact chambers (704-350-7575) in
advance of the scheduled hearing date for the purpose of obtaining a special
setting. Normally, special settings will be heard later in the day of the
originally scheduled hearing date. However, if these matters cannot be
accommodated on that day, they will be set for another date.
